The Macon papers bring us the terms of 
Executive clemency to Henrietta Greer. 
She is a negress that murdered achild to 
get $3.20. She confessed the crime. 

Governor Bullock commutes the sentence 
of death to the Penitentiary for life. His 
reasons are that the testimony was circum- 
stantial, and her confession shows imbecil- 
ty, that her intimacy with the victim pre- 
cludes malice, and that she was tried when 
the public mind was excited, and that her 
counsel were inexperienced.

Asearly as 1825, when 
he was but 20 years old, he began his own 
diplomatic career, serving at Lisbon, Tunis 
Alexandria, Rotterdam, Malaga, Barcelo- 
na, Madrid, and Rome. 

In 1854, he received a commission to ne- 
gotiate the construction of the great canal 
that is to make his name historical. From 
then tothe present, he worked at this pro- 
ject, carrying it to success, over stupen- 
dous difficulties. Neither opposition, sneers 
nor ridicule have been able to dishearten 
him. 

He is a man of striking appearance. To 
iron purpose he adds the sweetest sauvity 
of manner.

Friday’s Augusta Constitutionalist con- 
tains a vivid account of its editor’s recent 
visit to Crawfordsville and Atlanta. We 
are sorry we have not space to give the 
whole. We have only room for the part 
referring to Atlanta. 

Mr. Randall’s account of his visit to our 
venerable and distinguished Georgia 
Statesman, Mr. Stephens, is particularly 
interesting. We have a special admiration 
for this great Georgian. His ability is 
transcendant, but greater than this, his in- 
tegrity and patriotism are so pure and lu- 
minous. The conjunction is rare. 

Mr. Stephens’ general health is good, but 
he thinks his fall injured his limbs enough 
to make the crutch his lifetime compan- 


ion. 

Mr. Randall thus pictures him: “ He has 
perfect and absolute mastery of every 
other faculty ; and you may see inthe un- 
quenched lustre of his dark and magical 
eyes that the far-pervading and wonder- 
working brain is still triumphant and still 
possessed of all of its ancient force. Place 
him ina chair, with the multitude before 
him, and the unforgotten voice can still 
draw from Georgians the loud hurrahs and 
wild enthusiasm it was wont to provokein 
the days that are gone. Indeed, we are 

ersuaded that his astonishing intellect has 
improved and mellowed; that the in- 
tensity of youth remains, but tempered 
with the experience of age and the 
prescience of a grand nature largely 
devoid of a keen personal ambition. 
Mr.Stephens takes the liveliest interest in 
all that’goes on in the political world, and 
keeps accurately informed on all move- 
ments. He regards them, however, in the 
light of a philosopher and a patriot, and 
not as an active diplomatist, watchful of 
the Republic. There isin him none of the 
sour spirit of the reformer, and yet no man 
is more adroit in detecting impolicies in 
church and state. 

Farther on in his article he thus de- 


scribes the impression made upon him: 


The face, in half-profile, was traced, cam- 
eo-like, against the window-pane, and, as 
he gathered his thought, for a moment, 
hushed and sacred within their own taber- 
nacle, we beheld that strange, weird visage 
all aglow and illumined with a holiness, a 
pure humanity, pathetic beyond expres- 
sion. In that moment we had almost 
ceased to think of him as one whe had 
performed a great part in the world’s his- 
tory, and we reverenced him rather as a 
thoreughly kind-hearted, Christian man, 
than the hero of astormy and memorable 
career. 


IIe gives this description of his wonder- 
ful industry, and his genial habits: 


The amount of literary work he man- 
ages to do would be something prodigious 
ina stronger man. He is engaged upon 
the second volume of his work on “ The 
‘War between the States.” This of itself is 
a task that might make him as exclusive 
as a hermit; but he pursues it leisurely 
and with cheerful faith. His correspon- 
dence is large and multiform. He never 
neglects a letter, and sometimes answers 
any missive that strikes him at great 
length. He isalover of books, and reads 
all that attract him, not slightingly but un- 
derstandingly. Besides, his house is al- 
ways open to every body, and he has callers 
without stint. Some of these are pertina- 
cious perhaps, or inopportune, but noblesse 
oblige—and he lives at Liberty Hall. But 
in spite of so many drawbacks to industry, 
drawbacks that would daunt the majority 
of mankind, he preserves a wholesome 
spirit of toil, and rapidly and systemati- 
cally at acs Paras goes J things within a 
comparatively brief period, day by day. 

He loves his pipe, and is a dabster at 
whist. He has taught one of his dogs to 
express sympathy, and, by some curious 
intonation, can elicit a canine ululation 
which resembles the howl of all Constanti- 
nople. It beats the exaggeration of an 
Irish wake, and would make a stoic relax 
intoalaugh. Being no stoic, but fond of 
the bizarre, the writer was vastly amused, 
and Mr. Stephens seemed to enjoy the dog’s 
performance with much unction.
